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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  health  report 
for  the  year  1958. 

It  is  my  first  duty  to  record  the  sad  death  of  Doctor 
Walmsley,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  report  relates 
to  the  period  during  which  he  was  in  charge;  I will  try  to 
record  my  impressions  from  the  statistics  and  records  avail- 
able. 


Vital  Statistics  - The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year  at  25*430.  The 
number  of  births  was  395  showing  no  change,  but  deaths  recorded 
were  only  218,  a much  lower  figure  than  previously.  Infant 
deaths,  however,  are  once  again  slightly  higher  than  the 
national  average,  the  main  cause  of  death  being  prematurity. 

Inf  e c tious  Diseases  and  prevent ion  - The  general  health  of  the 
district  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  There  was  a rise  of 
dysentery  and  food  poisoning  notifications  and  the  measles  epi- 
demic of  1957  continued  into  the  early  part  of  1958.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  of  whooping  cough  is  much  lower  than  in  previous 
years  and  this  is  the  experience  in  the  rest  of  the  county  - 
immunisation  no  doubt  playing  its  part.  There  were  no  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  notified  and  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Immunisation  and  vaccination  programmes  were  maintained 
at  high  levels.  385  primary  doses  of  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  vaccine  were  given  representing  over  9Cf/o  of  the  infant 
births  of  the  year  and  smallpox  vaccinations  were  91 .4%. 
Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  stepped  up  as  supplies  of  vaccine 
became  more  plentiful  and  at  the  31st  December  3? 268  completed 
an  initial  course  of  two  doses.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  scheme  was  extended  to  the  15-25  age  group,  but  the  re- 
sponse from  this  group  is  not  encouraging. 

Sanitary  C ir cums tances  - The  number  of  houses  built  by  the 
Council  and  by^ private  enterprise  w as  higher  and  new  applications 
for  council  houses  wore  164,  32  less  than  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act  of  1957  is  only  17  since  the  Act  came  into  force. 
Improvement  grant  applications  were  also  less  than  previously, 

1 5 as  against  34. 

Stage  I of  the  Yateley  Sewerage  scheme  is  completed  and 
Stage  II  is  nearing  completion.  Stage  III  awaits  Ministry  con- 
sent. A survey  of  the  drainage  arrangements  in  the  parish  of 
Eversloy  v/as  carried  out. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  gave  details  of 
progress  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  and  his  meat  inspec- 
tions show  a low  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  first  caravan 
site  in  the  district  was  licensed,  a high  standard  of  conditions 
v/as  attached  to  the  licence. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  kindness  and  support,  making  my  task  during  this 
interim  period  a pleasant  one.

PORT  HEALTH  REPORT . 

Doctor  Sharkey,  the  Airport  Medical  Officer,  has  kindly 
submitted  the  following  information. 

Doctor  Sharkey  writes  - 

"The  Port  Health  Office  has  continued  its  activities  on 
the  same  routine  as  in  previous  years.  Two  routine  visits 
are  carried  out  each  week.  In  addition  the  medical  officer 
is  on  call  for  inspection  of  aliens  or  cases  of  sickness  when 
required. 

On  the  whole  the  traffic  was  not  so  dense.  Form  Port  12 
was  rendered  on  five  occasions  when  aliens  came  to  enter  the 
U.K.  for  pre-arranged  medical  treatment  or  specialist  consul- 
tation. 

Aliens  arriving  on  Ministry  of  Labour  permits  to  the 
number  of  182  were  examined  - in  no  case  was  it  found  neces- 
sary to  refuse  entry  on  medical  grounds. 

As  regards  passengers  arriving  with  acute  illness  of  a com- 
municable nature,  things  were  very  quiet.  One  case  of  Acute 
Parotitis  arrived  from  West  Africa  on  1st  February.  On  1st 
June  there  was  a case  of  tonsillitis.  On  4th  August  there 
was  a case  of  Pyrexia  with  Dysenteric  symptoms  and  on  6th 
December  a seaman  of  British  nationality  arrived  from  Beirut 
en  route  to  his  home  in  London  with  a diagnosis  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  Notifiable  cases  were  duly  notified. 

On  23rd  April  a dead  rat  was  found  on  an  aircraft  returned 
from  Tunisia.  Steps  were  taken  to  have  the  aircraft  disinfected 
and  disinsected. 


Form  Port  17  and  Form  Port  18  for  the  previous  twelve 
months  were  duly  returned  in  January. 


Disinsection  of  50  aircraft  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  certificates  of  disinsection  were  granted."

Only  one  owner  appeared  before  the  Committee  as  a result 
of  the  Time  and  Place  notices  served  by  the  Council,  the  re- 
mainder being  dealt  with  by  interviews  and  letter.

The  remaining  five  properties  were  demolished  in 
normal  manner  by  the  private  owners. 

As  previously  recorded  91  properties  were  considered  as 
Cat.  5 (unfit)  in  the  Ministry  return  of  August,  1955.  Of 
these  only  four  occupied  cottages  (in  two  cases  by  elderly 
people  living  alone)  set  out  below  remain  to  be  dealt  with.

Improvements  and  conversions  of  old  cottages  are  still  con- 
tinuing at  a satisfactory  rate  and  the  policy  of  preserving  as 
many  as  possible  is  encouraged  and  every  assistance  is  given  to 
owners  where  the  condition  of  the  house  deserves  it.  In  last 
year’s  annual  report  the  reason  why  many  properties  have  been 
saved  over  the  last  thirty  years  was  given  but  individual  unfit 
properties  due  to  normal  deterioration  will  continue  to  be  found. 
The  main  problem  of  the  future  in  this  district  and  many  others 
will  be  the  structurally  sound,  but  nevertheless  sub-standard, 
property,  usually  50-70  years  old.  These  thoughts  were  in  the 
forefront  at  this  years  Annual  Conference  when  a resolution  was 

passed  that  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  

"be  requested  to  introduce  legislation  empowering  local  author- 
ities to  enforce  the  improvement  of  houses  so  as  to  satisfy  modern 
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standards  of  comfort  and  convenience  and  to  give  statutory 
recognition  to  the  1 91+6  Standards  of  Fitness  for  Habitation"  . . . . 

The  standard  referred  to  requires,  among  other  things 
that  a dwelling  should  have  a hot  water  system,  water  closet, 
bath,  proper  drainage  system,  coolcing  and  domestic  washing 
facilities  and  satisfactory  heating  arrangements.  It  is  in 
fact  the  standard  used  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvement 
grants  under  the  Housing  Act.

Several  new  premises  were  opened  during  the  year  which 
included  one  new  cafe  in  Crondall,  one  grocers  shop  in  Yateley 
and  a butchers  shop  in  Hook.  Initial  inspection  details  have 
been  obtained  of  all  food  handling  premises.  The  year  has 
shown  a marked  improvement  in  the  structural  condition  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  in  premises  and  this  is  in  no  small  measure 
due  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Pood  Regulations  supported  by 
public  opinion  for  improved  standards.  Change  of  ownership  of 
several  establishments  has  also  enabled  your  staff  to  request 
improvements.  With  the  increasing  use  of  prepacked  goods  and 
refrigerated  display  counters  the  possibility  of  contamination 
has  been  reduced;  constant  supervision  however  must  still  be 
given  as  personal  hygiene  standards  cannot  be  too  high  especially 
in  large  canteens  and  kitchens.  The  rectifying  of  defects  has 
been  mainly  achieved  by  patient  visits  and  interviews  and  with- 
out recourse  to  court  proceedings. 

MEAT  .INSPECTION. 

Post  mortem  and,  where  possible,  ante  mortem  examination 
of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  was  carried  out. 

There  was  an  increase  of  17%  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  general  disease  also  shows  an  increase 
mainly  due  to  the  number  of  casualties  admitted  to  the  slaughter- 
house. 


No  case  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found  and  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  is  at  a relatively  low  level. 

During  the  y\/:r  new  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Slaughter- 
house Act  1958  was  introduced.  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Re- 
gulations have  been  prepared  and  become  effective  from  1st 
January,  1959.

Several  new  premises  were  opened  during  the  year  which 
included  one  new  cafe  in  Crondall,  one  grocers  shop  in  Yateley 
and  a butchers  shop  in  Hook.  Initial  inspection  details  have 
been  obtained  of  all  food  handling  premises.  The  year  has 
shown  a marked  improvement  in  the  structural  condition  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  in  premises  and  this  is  in  no  small  measure 
due  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Pood  Regulations  supported  by 
•public  opinion  for  improved  standards.  Change  of  ownership  of 
several  establishments  has  also  enabled  your  staff  to  request 
improvements.  With  the  increasing  use  of  prepacked  goods  and 
refrigerated  display  counters  the  possibility  of  contamination 
has  been  reduced;  constant  supervision  however  must  still  be 
given  as  personal  hygiene  standards  cannot  be  too  high  especially 
in  large  canteens  and  kitchens.  The  rectifying  of  defects  has 
been  mainly  achieved  by  patient  visits  and  interviews  and  with- 
out recourse  to  court  proceedings. 

MAT  INSPECTION o 

Post  mortem  and,  where  possible,  ante  mortem  examination 
of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  was  carried  out. 

There  was  an  increase  of  17%  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  general  disease  also  shows  an  increase 
mainly  duo  to  the  number  of  casualties  admitted  to  the  slaughter- 
hous  e , 


No  case  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found  and  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  is  at  a relatively  low  level. 


During  the  y./:r  new  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Slaughter- 
house Act  1958  was  introduced.  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Re- 
gulations have  been  prepared  and  become  effective  from  1st 
January,  1959.  '--hesc  regulations  are  based  on  similar  lines  to 
those  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955*
